OBERAMMERGAU, Bavaria, l f 
18.—Preparations for the feist p l - 
war revival of the Passion Pl*y h f c 
progressed sufficiently to enable I f f 
committee of elders to announce t n t 
the final dress rehearsal will I be 
held May 9. The first regular per­ 
formances will be given on May 
14. 
Thirty-five thousand applications 
for seats and sleeping accomoda­ 
tions already have been received 
from abroad and, while the local 
management has not yet received 
indications as to the extent to which 
Germans will patronize the produc­ 
tion of the play. it Assumes that 
German attendance will more than 
quadruple the foreign patronage. 
Anticipating an unusual Influx 
of visitors in July and August, the

Economic conditions have obliged

termath has produced an economic 
environment with which they are 
compelled to reckon. 
The municipality of Oberammer-

foreign visitors which, it declares, 
would be out of harmony with the 
origin and traditions of the play 
and also would conflict with the 
purpose of the present revival which 
is regarded as one way of achiev­ 
ing reconciliation between Germany 
and the other nations. The town 
fathers, 
however, announce 
that 
they have been forced to assume a 
considerable Initial expense in pre­ 
paring for the production, recon­ 
structing the theater which will Beat 
4,300 spectators aud in providing 
costumes. 
Oberammergau also is sadly in 
in need of municipal improvements 
to give the village a presentable 
attire when the first guests arrive. 
A new church bell alone called for 
an outlay of 170,000 marks while 
repaving of the main streets hap 
cost almost as much. 
Village Depends on It. 
All told, this hamlet which, in 
peace times, had a budget of insig­ 
nificant proportions 
already 
has 
staked its municipal existence on 
the outcome of this year’s produc­ 
tions. 
Oberammergau will be able to 
furnish accommodations for 1,000 
visitors who prefer to sleep in the 
village in order to be on hand for 
the 
early 
opening 
performances. 
Unterammergau, close by, is ar­ 
ranging quarters for 1,500 others, 
white the well-known convent at 
Ettal, half an hour’s travel dis­ 
tant, is preparing to install 600 
emergency cots. Thus the manage­ 
ment of the play believes that it 
will be amply able to accommodate 
the overflow of visitors. 
Stern rebuke awaits the profiteer 
who should attempt to. conduct a 
lunch stand here in defiance of es­ 
tablished regulations or violate fixed 
price schedules. In fact, illegitimate 
dealers and speculators of all cate­ 
gories are being emphatically in­ 
formed that Oberammergau is bound 
to prove disappointing to them if 
they regard it as an opportunity for 
a quick clean-up.

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Care of Spring Calves. 
Dairy calves suould be kept in a 
clean shed or lot 
and fed reg­ 
ularly, according to A. 
C. 
Baer, 
professor of dairy husbandry at Ok- 
‘ lahoma A. and M. College. He sug- 
gests the following feeding schedule: 
First wqek— feed three times a 
j day of motner’s milk. 
! 
Second 
wee—Feed 
three 
times 
1 a day of whole milk. 
Third week— Feed three times a 
day but substitute 1-3 skim milk. 
Fourth wqek— Feed two or three 
j times a day; 1-2 skim milk. Regu- 
: late The amount of milk to the size 
and vigor of the calf.

“After the fourth or fifth week 
{all skim milk can be fed and a lit­ 
tle grain, ground oats, corn, barley, 
and a little bran,” Baer says. “Let 
I thqm eat some good nay, as much 
as they will eat. 
“Calves can be kept on pasture 
but should receive some grain and 
hay in addition. To prevent scours, 
all buckets and cans must be kept 
clean. The shed or lot should also 
bq cleaned regularly.** 


Oklahoma Crop Notes. 
OKLAHOMA CITY. 
March 
18, 
1922.—Another ra*n fell over the 
state during the first two days of 
the week. The middle and last part 
of the week has been almost one 
hundred per cent cloudy; high winds 
have prevailed over the entire state 
during the week, doing considerable 
damage in the southern and south- 
I eastern parts. In Murray and Pitts­ 
burg counties, 
tornado 
damages 
caused many thousands of dollars 
in losses to farmers and others. 
Wheat continues to show improve­ 
ment where stands were fair to 
good, but the final outcome of the 
crop is very doubtful 
in 
many 
places, especially in 
the 
extreme 
western and southwestern counties. 
It was estimated that there was 3,- 
550,000 acres sown to wheat la the 
fall of 1921. Of this amount, a heavy 
percentage of abandonment will be 
shown. It Is the general opinion, 
based, on scattered information, that 
this year's product ion will run be­ 
tween 22,000,000 and 
30.000.000 
bushels for the state. Last year the 
production was 47,325,000 bushels 
on a IO percent 
larger 
acreage. 


Green-bugs have been reported in 
various parts of the state with the 
heaviest infestation probably being 
in the central counties of the wheat 
producing section. 
Prospects for a fruit crop for this 
year are very good at the present 
time; weathqy conditions have been 
ideal generally as the recent cold 
waves have retarded budding. 
The Cotton Acreage Committee of 
Memphis, has recently distributed 
a poster with much good informa­ 
tion for the cotton 
farmer 
and 
banks in the cotton sections. This 
poster reads in pert, “Play Safe— 
Don’t Gamble.** It pounds on the 
policy of diversified farming in the 
cotton belt, stating that the banks 
will do all they possibly can to aid 
farmers who are! entitled to credit 
in the purchasing of milk cows, 
hogs and poultry necessary to pro­ 
vide milk, meat and eggs for fam­ 
ily consumption. Think this problem 
of diversification over and talk a 
lot on this subject to the farmers 
of your community. 
A new record for seven days but­ 
ter production for Oklahoma was 
rqcently made at the farm of Bost­ 
wick & Son near Ardmore. A three 
year old Holstein, produced, during 
a strictly official test, 22.68 pounds 
of butter and 411 pounds of milk. 
This test was made under the su­ 
pervision of a representative of the 
A. & M. College. Some other very 
gratifying tests were made for oth­ 
er cows of this same herd. 
Plans are already being made for 
exhibits to be displayed at the var­ 
ious township and county fairs dur­ 
ing the coming reason. 
The following paragraph was tak­ 
en from the February issue of the 
Oklahoma Banker. “The present is 
the opportunq time to buy seed for 
all Spring crops. Good cotton seed, 
especially, will be scarce and a lot 
of poor seed will probably be plant­ 
ed; there is no crop that will re­ 
spond to a good quality of seed 
quicker than the cotton plant. Many 
tanks arcj buying cotton seed in car­ 
load lots for distribution to their 
customers at actual costs, and the 
result should be an improvement in 
yield, quality of staple aud selling 
price.*’ Good advice and news to say 
the least. 
Times are better! Let’s all get be­ 
hind the farmer and give him all the 
support possible. When Hie farmer 
prospers, have you noticed how ev­ 
erything in general improves?

oldest Masonic 
LODGE IN STATE 
STARTED IN 1855 


(B r (be Associated Proas) 
EUFAULA, Okla., March 
17.— 
The oldest Masonic lodge in Oklaho­ 
ma is located hqre. It is known as 
Eufaula Lodge No. I, and was chart­ 
ered in 1955— sixty-seven years ago. 
The history of the lodge is replqte 
with the romance of the old south­ 
west. 
It has its inception following t ie 
removal to the Creek Indian country 
of the Rev. C. L. Flover, a Metho­ 
dist minister, who had become a 
Mason at Van Buren, Ark. When 
the Rev. Mr. Flover came to this 
country he found George W. Stid­ 
ham, an old-time Creek, who had 
been made a Mason on one of his 
numerous 
trips 
to 
Washington 
where he represented his tribe be­ 
fore 
government 
officials. 
Joseph 
Coody, another citizen of the Creek 
nation, was the third Mason the 
minister found in thio territory. 
The three decided to organize a 
local chapter. By appointment they 
met at the old Indian agency near 
Muskogee and set out from tiler? 
on horseback for Little Rock where 
they obtained a charter from thq 
Arkansas grand lodge. Their lodge 
was named “Muskogee lodge No. 
93,” and for many years it operat­ 
ed under this title. 
When the war bqtween the states 
broke out the activities of the lodge 
were suspended. History shows that 
Stidham and Coody joinqd the Con­ 
federate army. Coody took with him 
the original chatter of the lodge and 
all the jewels of the lodge offi­ 
cers. He carried them on his poi­ 
son throughout the four years that 
he served, and escaped without a 
scratch. 
Following tho war, 
the 
lodge 
again became active and for a long 
time met regularly 
at 
Stidham's 
home for want of a more conven­ 
ient meeting place. The i^lge oper­ 
ated under the jurisdiction of the 
Arkansas grand lodge until October 
7, 1874. when a grahd lodge was 
established in tho Indian Territory 
at a meeting of Masonic delegates 
at Caddo. At that time Muskogee 
■Lodge No. I passed out of exist- 
ance. It was renamed Eufaula lodge 
No. I. 
Another interesting chapter in the 
lodge’s history is found in the fact 
that it conferred its degrees bota 
in English and the Creek languages. 
This was made necessary by thq 
fact that there were many members 
of the lodge who could not speak 
anything but the native Indian tong­ 
u e 


(B r tbe Associated Press) 
TYRONE, Pa., March 20.— There 
will be no general revolution in 
India, though sporadic trouble may 
continue, according to an opinion ex­ 
pressed by Bishop E. Lester Smith, 
missionary to India from the Metho­ 
dist Episcopal church, in an address 
here last night before the Central 
Pennsylvania annual conference of 
that denomination. Bishop Smith 
also voiced “real admiration for the 
sincerity*” of Mahatma Chandi, In­ 
dian 
nationalist 
agitator, 
“as a 
man even though I cannot approve 
of his actions and methods." 
“I believe that India will accept 
the reforms offered by England,” 
said the speaker, “and will make 
tremendously rapid progress toward 
real self government. Political unity 
in India today is only possible under 
the British flag. Over seven hundred 
native 
states, 
over 
one 
hundred 
languages, and infinite variety of 
caste distinctions and all kinds of 
religious views cannot be brought 
into harmony under 
any 
Indian 
authority at present. If anarchy, is 
to be avoided English control must 
be continued until a greater mea­ 
sure of fusion of Indian national­ 
ities has been secured.” 
Give Reason Why. 
Bishop Smith outlined the fol­ 
lowing seasons for believing *that 
a general revolution is not impend­ 
ing. 
“I base my judgment first upon 
the way I have been treated. I have 
experienced no opposition of a dis­ 
courteous sort. Thefts by violence 
are more common in America than 
in India. 
“Ghandi is, I belive, fully com­ 
mitted to mkintaing the non-violcnt 
character of his movement, and his 
influence in India is simply beyond 
computation. 
“It is doubtful whether the pre­ 
sent union of 70,000,000 Moham­ 
medans and 
225,000,000 
Hindus, 
bitter hereditary enemies, can be 
maintained. The Moplahs in Malabar 
are flaying Hindus alive as repris­ 
als for aid given to British forces. 
“The British government has pro­ 
vided a sincere and generous foray 
of home rule. The legislative coun­ 
cils 
which 
have 
been 
organized 
under 
this 
plan 
conducted 
their 
business with promise of helpful co­ 
operation. I believe that substantial 
proportion of 
Indian 
.thought is 
moderate*. 
“The Native States, which cover 
more than one-third of India, are 
almost universally in favor of the 
status quo.” 
In conclusion Bishop Smith said, 
“The very beginning of Indian as­ 
piration of the development of In­ 
dian life was born 
in 
Christian 
teaching and education."

RUSSIA BENEATH 
TYPHUS SHADOWS 
SAYS NEW ALARM 


MOSCOW, 
March 
17.—Soviet 
Russia is once morq 
under 
the 
shadow of an epidemic wave of ty­ 
phus fever and recurrent typhus 
which has been spreading since No­ 
vember last. The Volga famine asea 
is chiefly affected. In the center 
of Russia the epidemic has invad­ 
ed the big towns of tho Moscow 
and 
Petrogr&d 
governmental 
dis­ 
tricts and in the west the cities of 
Minsk, Smolensk, Witebsk and in the 
north Vologda. 
In Moscow itself th~ epidemic is 
growing rapidly and the toll which 
it is exacting from the Moscow pop­ 
ulation is already now seven to 
eight times larger than that of last 
season and it is feared that before 
the winter months arq 
over 
it 
might w'ell overgrow the epidemic 
of 1919. 
In December over 4,000 cases of 
typhus were registered in Moscow, 
whilq during the first three weeks 
of January 4,783 cases were regis­ 
tered in hospitals. 
But the real 
number of cases is much higher 
than this figure. 
The epidemic shows no decline 
and death casualties are not below 
40 percent. Hospitals and medical 
treatment are very inadequate. The 
Moscow hospitals are overcrowded 
and the Miscow Soviqt is trying to 
provide 3,000 new beds in thqm to 
meet the epidemic. 
The railways are the channels by 
which the epidemic is carried from 
the faming stricken area into Mos­ 
cow. Every train brings lice from

homes as well as prisons, concen­ 
tration camps and the Tartar hostels 
are the chief centers which feed the 
epidemic here. 
To cope with the situation, the 
government stopped passenger traf­ 
fic on the Eastern railways for six 
weqks. Baths have been organized 
at Moscow railway terminals and 
all refugees and military detach­ 
ments arriving here are compelled 
to use them. In Moscow itself bath­ 
ing facilities were afforded in all 
districts.
